For corrugated samples 
where peaks or raised regions 26 are provided as generally parallel continuous rows separated by 
val leys, such as those illustrated in FIG- 8, the surface area of peaks or raised regions 26 ranges 
from about 150 mm 2 to about 450 mm 2 (when measured for a section having a surface area of 
about 650 nam 2 ). 
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
